Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 — “ Before 
making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable notice in 
writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifications in some public place 
in town, or shall notify them, in such other: ways as the Town at its 
Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day ‘of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, does 
not bring in such lists he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abate- 
ment of his taxes, unless he offers such lists with ‘his application and 
satishes them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

Re: Audit of Accounts — Town of New Vineyard 
February 2, 1947 to February 2, 1948 


CASH 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 2, 1948 was 
verified with the bank statement. 

All receipts issued were checked in detail and found to be prop- 
erly recorded. | 

Disbursements were made from properly authorized warrants with 
the exception of the state tax in the amount of $1,907.72. This expendi- 
ture was deducted from a state check and not carried through a war- 
rant. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIV ABLE 

This account is made up of reimbursements due the town from 
the State on road funds and pauper supplies; also due the town from 
other sources on snow removal and excise tax collections. 


TAXES RECEIV ABLE 

The 1947 tax commitment was added and found to agree with the 
records of the Assessors. This commitment was accounted for by cash 
paid the Treasurer, abatements, and tax liens. At the close of the year 
there were no outstanding taxes. 


TAX LIENS 


All transactions in the tax lien accounts were checked and the liens 
remaining unredeemed were listed. 


DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES

The excise tax receipts were checked and it was found that the 
Collector had turned over to the Treasurer $116.10 more than the total 
collections.

New Vineyard School Report 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 
Submitted herewith is my annual report of the schools of New 
Vineyard for the fiscal year 1947-48. 
' It is gratifying to report that the village school is capably being 
taught this year by Mrs. Blanche Gray in the primary room and by 
Mr. Otis Davis in the grammar room. Both teachers are doing effective 
work and the school presents an appearance of worthwhile industry. 
The following tabulation shows the enrollment in the elementary 
school to be slightly larger than last year.

Because of parents moving into isolated sections of the town, it 
has become necessary in two instances this year to find boarding places 
for ‘children in order that they might attend school. This, of course, 
is an added and unanticipated expense but one that must be borne 
unless conveyance can be secured more economically. . 

The installation of an oil burner in the furnace has greatly im- 
proved the heating of the building. Although this may be somewhat 
‘more expensive to operate than the coal system, it will be more efficient 
and more comfortable. In school buildings where a janitor is not 
available at all times, an automatic heating system has become almost 
indispensable for the comfort and well being of the pupils. 

At the present time there are a few minor repairs that should be 
made about the building in addition to the regular renovations. The 
interior walls should not be allowed to go so long as previously without 
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being painted and the front doors should be replaced as soon as pos- 
sible. Perhaps the most outstanding need is the grading of the school 
grounds and drive, and it would seem that as materials and labor ~ 
become more ‘easily available this need should be promptly met. 


As might be expected, school costs for the current year are con- 
siderably higher than they have been in the past and it is probable that 
they will be still higher during the coming year. Increased state aid, 
however, 1s going to make it possible to operate the schools in New 
Vineyard on about the same appropriations as last year. Below™is the 
prospective budget for the coming year. |

Report of Public Health Nurse 


NEW VINEYARD — DECEMBER 1947 


a 
It is always a pleasure to be able to report the completion of an- 
other year of successful public health service. As in years past new 
problems have arisen, old problems have been solved, and, of course, 
there are those which remain as a challenge for our future efforts. 


It seems that the most satisfying project of the year has been the 
series of Child Health Conferences held during the late summer 
months. A great deal of time and work was put into the planning of 
this program and | feel that a debt of gratitude is due the chairman of 
this committee. Fourteen infants and preschool children received com- 
plete physical examinations; these represented children from 9 families. 
Smallpox vaccinations were given to 6 children, and diphtheria and 
whooping cough innoculations to 11 children. It was possible to obtain 
a dental hygienist for the first of these conferences, which gave all the 
children an opportunity to have a complete dental examination. 


Conferences have been held with your teachers and all apparent 
health problems have been discussed. When indicated home visits 
have been made in an effort to interpret the health needs of the school 
child and where necessary to help parents plan for corrective work to 
be done. 


Thirty children in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 were given the audiometer 
test. No children with defective hearing were found in this group. 


Conferences have been held with your physicians regularly at 
which time the health of the individuals have been under discussion. 
Following these discussions, home visits have been made to expectant 
mothers, new mothers, infants, preschool, school and crippled children. 
By working in close contact ‘with the families it is possible many times 
to discover early symptoms and help work out plans which will pre- 
vent illness and raise the level of physical well-being.

Re: Audit of Accounts —'Town of New Vineyard 
February 2, 1948 to February 5, 1949 


CASH 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 5, 1949 was 
reconciled with the Bank Statement. Other than an apparent 12c 
overage it agreed. | 

All receipts issued were checked in detail and found to be properly 
recorded. 

Disbursements were made from properly authorized warrants with 
the exception of the State Tax, in the amount of $1,907.72, which was 
deducted from a State check and was not carried through a warrant. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

This account is made up of reimbursements due the town from 
the State on road funds and pauper accounts; also other items. For 
details see Schedule A-1. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1948 commitment was added and found to agree with the 
records of the assessors. The commitment was accounted for by cash, 
abatements, and tax liens; except for llc, this was set up as due from 
Collector. 


TAX LIENS 
All transactions in the tax lien accounts were checked and the re- 
maining unredeemed liens were listed. See Schedule A-7. 


DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES 

This account is made up of deductions for Withholding Taxes and 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund which had not been remitted at February 
5, 1949. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
There was only one note outstanding at the end of the year in the 
amount of $2,000.00. See Schedule A-6. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 

At the beginning of the year there was a net deficit of $1,214.84. 
At the close of the books there was a surplus of $911.78. Repayment 
of notes and sale of town owned property among other items helped 


to bring this about. See Exhibit E. 
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TRUST FUNDS 

All trust funds were examined and were found to be invested in 
savings accounts. The income had been properly entered. There were 
no expenditures during the year. See Schedule A-9. 


GENERAL 

The excise tax receipts were checked in detail and it appears that 
all monies have been properly accounted for and paid to the Treasurer 
as required. Vouchers and payrolls were test checked and as far as 
could be determined, all appeared to be proper charges. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
It is recommended, 
THAT, the charges for the checking account be included in 
the warrants so they will get on the town records. 
THAT, Accounts Payable and Receivable be set up as such so 
that proper credits and charges may be applied thereon.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


NEW VINEYARD — 1948 


The Public Health Nursing service to your town was interrupted 
for a short time this past year while your nurse attended school. Dur- 
ing her absence service to the town was available directly through the 
office of the district supervising nurse. 


Home visits have been made to parents of many of your school 
children at the request of the teachers. These visits have been made in 
an effort to deal with dietary problems of a number of the children, 
and to arrange vision corrections which are felt to retard the progress 


of the affected children. 


Other home visits have been made at the request or approval of 
the family physicians to expectant mothers and to infants during the 
early months of their life. It has been possible through these visits to 
help the mothers understand the importance of early training in good 
health practices. In many instances a clearer understanding of the in- 
formation given by the physician and by the recommended printed in- 
formation has been established. 


Application for use of the State Crippled Children’s Services was 
made this past year and the necessary arrangements for care were made. 


Efforts for a child health conference proved unsuccessful.  Al- 
though New Vineyard has a large number of youngsters who have not 
yet received protection against smallpox, diphtheria and whooping 
cough, nor have had any physical check-up since their birth, it seemed 
impossible to find any local person who would be able to make the nec- 
essary arrangements for the conferences. These conferences require a 
group of interested volunteer women to fulfill the various duties of the 
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conference procedure. Possibly another year will be more convenient 
for providing these advantages for the young children of the com- 


munity. 


I wish to thank the people of New Vineyard for the cooperation 
and help which I have received during my work with them.

New Vineyard School Report 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the Superintending School Committee: 


Submitted herewith is my annual report of the schools of New 
Vineyard for the fiscal year 1948-49. 

The most pressing problem confronting education to-day continues 
to be a serious shortage of teachers, especially trained elementary teach- 
ers who have the qualifications to meet the needs of boys and girls liv- 
ing in the present day world. New Vineyard has been very fortunate 
in being able to secure teachers who have kept abreast of present trends 
in education by frequent study at summer school or thru extension 
work. This serious teacher shortage makes it impossible to predict that 
teachers can be secured for less money in the future. On the contrary, 
it is quite probable that it will cost considerably more in the near future 
to secure competent and qualified teachers. 

The following tabulation shows the enrollment as reported by the 
teachers for the current year.

In the matter of repairs or improvement of school facilities, prob- 
ably the most urgent need is increasing the water supply. In this con- 
nection, I would recommend that someone with a knowledge of water 
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supply be called in to investigate the present situation and make rec- 
ommendations for its improvement. 

Below is an estimate of school budgetary needs for the coming year. 
As might be expected these estimates are larger than in previous years, 
but any reduction therein will result in a curtailment of essential school 
services.
